NEW ORLEANS, May 9.—First 
appearance in the Gulf of Mexico 
of very fast submarines commanded 
by of firers apparently familiar with 
the shallow* waters was announced 
today by the eighth naval district 
together with the loss of two mer­ 
chant vessels, 
They were the first reported lost 
in the gulf. 
The ships, a medium size United 
States vessel and a small Honduran 
merchantman, both inbound, were 
attacked Wednesday afternoon and 
evening. One was sunk by a tor­ 
pedo and the other set afire by 
shells and abandoned 
There wa® 
no loss of life among the 87 crew­ 
men aboard the two ships, or the 
six passengers aboard one. 
Augusta A. Senna of New Bed­ 
ford. Mass., a passenger, reported 
he saw a torpedo headed for the 
medium size vessel about noon Wed­ 
nesday but it missed by IOO feet. 
The ship began racing for the 
nearest, port, and IO minutes later 
a large, apparently new German 
submarine, painted dark green, sur­ 
faced, and began * helling the vessel 
with a five-inch and three-inch gun. 
The ship reached a sjieed of 16 
knots, but the 
submarine began 
overhauling it, and a direct hit dis­ 
abled its steering gear. 
The ship began circling and was 
ibandoned. 
At 7:25 p. rn 
and at a point 
about IOO miles distant, the small 
ship of Honduran registry sighted 
a sub which, with one lucky shell, 
fired from two m ibs away, hit its 
main mast. the wheel house and 
knocked two mates unconscious Tile 
ship was disabled and abandoned.

ADVANI i1. ALLIED BASE, Australia. May 9.- 
United States victory in the irreal sea battle off north­ 
east Australia ended temporarily at least the Japanese 
invasion threats to the island continent. American-gar­ 
risoned New Caledonia and Port More by, military au- 
thorit ies said today. 
These same authorities warned against too great 
optimism, however, and emphasized that the situation 
“still is serious/’ 
I he Japanese fleet, intent either upon severing1 
Australia’s lifeline from the United States or on actual 
invasion of the populous east coast of the continent, 
wheeled in desperation behind the terrific hammering 
of Allied planes and surface craft. 
In their desperation to escape the savage attacks 
which put It of their ships at the bottom of the Coral 
sea, and left six badly crippled, the* remnants of the 
enemy fleet left long curly wakes that resembled the 
thrashing of a wounded snake. 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Australia, May 9.— Gen­ 
eral MacArthur’.*! communique declared today that Allied 
losses were “relatively light” compared with Japan’s in the 
great battle of the Coral sea from which the enemy appar­ 
ently was withdrawing with Allied ships ad planes in hot 
pursuit. 
The communique indicated that Japan may have suf­ 
fered a naval disaster of the first magnitude, following the 
earlier announcement that her mighty invasion armada had 
failed to smash Australia’s defenses and that its remnants 
had broken oil the crucial six-day battle. 
It called Japanese claims 
(chiefly to have sunk a 
United States battleship and two aircraft carriers- “entirely 
fictional.” 
i t must be regarded in the licht of propaganda rather 
than military report,” tin* war bulletin said. 
“His claims 
of damage inflicted on our naval forces is fantastic. 
‘Our losses compared with his own are relatively light. 
“The only reason they are not published at the present 
time is because they would reveal to him information o f 
value.” 
Still, however, General MacArthur’.^ headquarters re­ 
served, for the present at least, any fiat claim of victory. 
Hut it told the people of Australia and their Allies that 
“the enemy has been repulsed,” indicating that the conti­ 
nent’s sea rampart, on which its fate had hung for s ix days 
of suspense during the greatest showdown battle of th is war, 
had held secure and impentrablc. 
COMMUNIQUE IS PHRASED CAUTIOUSLY
